The bill Is the one introduced by 
Carl Wallace of Minneapolis, W. II. 
Putnam of Red Wing and J. H. Dor­ 
sey rf Glencoe, the committee which 
visited Wisconsin and inquired about 
the worsings of the public utilities 
law there. 
Some of the speakers in arguing 
against the bill said that the railroad 
commission, elected only to supervise 
the railroads, knew 
nothing about 
other public utilities, could not under­ 
stand the problems the cities have 
been struggling with for years, and 
are not experts in this line. This 
brought from Mr. Dorsey the state­ 
ment that although he was a Demo­ 
crat he would not be influenced by 
any slurs upon the railroad commis­ 
sion. 
The 
commissioner had 
been 
elected by the people, and the people 
know something about what they are 
doing. 
James Manahan, who had sat silent 
until this, came to his feet with an 
impassionate 
reply, 
in 
which 
he 
charged the railroad commission with 
being unable to do its present work. 


Says Bill Is Experimental. 
J. M. Bennet of Minneapolis said 
that the bill was experimental, out of 
harmony with the principles of our 
government, never submitted to the 
people or discussed in any campaign, 
that it violates every principle of home 
rule and self-government and that it 
was impractical because the commis­ 
sion knows nothing of local conditions 
in the towns. 
J. C. Michael, corporation attorney 
of St. Paul, thought It might be all 
right to place telephones under the 
railroad commission because they cov­ 
ered more than local territory but the 
other plants ought to be left to the lo­ 
cal authorities. 
Other speakers were 
Alderman Platt Walker of Minneap­ 
olis and Vice President Grimsrud of 
the Minneapolis Wholesalers' associa­ 
tion. 
A second hearing will be given next 
Wednesday on the bill when the au­ 
thors of the bill will present their ar­ 
guments for It. 
A permanent text book commission 
is created in a bill introduced by J. 
A. Gates of Kenyon. 
The president 
of the state university, the superin­ 
tendent of public instruction, the sec­ 
retary of state, the state auditor and 
the state treasurer constitute the com­ 
mission.

Asserted That the United States Lin­ 


gers Decades Behind the Scientific 
Methods 
of 
European 
Countries. 


Non-Partisan Tariff Commission De 


dared to Be the Only Remedy for 


Present Conditions. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 17.—Men of 
opposing political parties and whose 
views on the construction of a tariff 
differed as widely as the tenets ol 
their parties, sat side b y ‘side as dele­ 
gates and joined in the tumultuous 
applause as speaker after speaker in 
the first national tariff commission 
convention vigorously denounced the 
present tariff and the methods of its 
construction. 
That the present tariff system has 
been outgrown and that the United 
States 
lingers decades behind the 
scientific methods of- European coun­ 
tries was repeated almost as often as 
a new speaker addressed the dele 
gates. That the prompt establishment 
of a non-partisan tariff commission 
was the only remedy for present con­ 
ditions was repeated aa often. 
On the nature of the commission; 
whether it should be a permanent bu­ 
reau and an adjunct to the department 
of commerce and labor, an appointive 
com m ission; one composed of experts 
only, or a body of business men em­ 
powered to engage experts, the speak­ 
ers differed, as apparently did the 
delegates, but of the urgent need for 
It there seemed no dispute. 
J. W. Van Cleave of St. Louis, pres­ 
ident of 
the National Association of 
Manufacturers, who was made the 
permanent chairman of the gathering, 
aroused the first enthusiasm by assert­ 
ing that the tariff must be taken out 
of partisan politics, and Congressman 
Fowler of New Jersey, who is spon­ 
sor for the Beveridge commission bill 
now before congress, caused a dem­ 
onstration when he asserted that the 
tariff must cease to be the football of 
political parties. 
More than one hundred members 
of the National Association of Manu­ 
facturers cheered J. W. Van Cleave 
as he took the gavel. 
His emphatic 
declaration that the convention was 
not interested in the raising or low­ 
ering of any particular schedules and 
that President Elect Taft was In line 
with the purpose of the gathering pre­ 
ceded a vigorous dealing with the 
question of the necessity for a tariff 
commission. 
Former Governor Guild of Massa­ 
chusetts, Senator Brown of Nebras­ 
ka 
and 
Congressman 
Ransdell 
of 
Louisiana gave the varying viewpoints 
of their section. 
That there was lit­ 
tle conflict save on minor points was 
indicated by their speeches.

“Today a hundred barrels of fish are 
regarded as a good catch, while in the 
earlier days of the Industry 300 bar­ 
rels were considered about fair.”

Colonel Freeman Thorpe, 
artii-t, 
patriot and politician. 
Col Thorpe painted the portrait of 
Judge Morris, 
which was placed on 
private view in 
the E ngle’s art store 
on Thursday, and is now engaged on a 
portrait of Judge Ens'gn. 
The Morris 
portrait is a notable canvas, 
and be­ 
sides being 
an 
accurate 
likeness, 
breathes the personality and spirit of 
the well known DuHith jurist. 
Col. 
Thorpe regards it as one of the best 
portrait achievem ents of a long life, 
the greater part of which has been de­ 
voted to painting likenesses of those 
Americans who sit in the seats of the 


m ighty. 
On a day during Freeman Thorpe s 
fifteenth year, Mr. Lincoln journeyed 
through his native city, Geneva, Ohio, 
and was saluted by the local artillery 


company. 
He who afterwards becam e the na­ 
tion’s idol, the great em ancipator, re­ 
membering, stopped at Geneva as he 
journeyed from Springfield to Wash- 
. ington, to his inauguration as president 
of the United States. 
He addressed 
the citizens briefly, and a boy, witn a 
pad and pencil, was among those who 
shook hands with him. 
Then the boy 
retired and made a hurried sketch of 
the most memorable face he ever saw. 
The sketch he put away among hi3 
treasures 
the memory he carried al­ 
w ays with him. 
This boy was Freeman 


Thorpe. 
A t 16, the ardent young painter laid 
aside his brush and palette and enlist­ 
ed, the first year of the war, to be 
mustered out at its close, honorably 
discharged after active 
service 
on 
many a historical field. 
He fell to the 
painting of portraits again, 
and, be­ 
cause of a picture sent abroad, 
was 
elected an honorary member of the 
Berlin Art society, 
then one of the 
m ost exclusive organizations 
of its 
kind in Europe. 
American press com­ 
m ents on this attracted the attention 
o f well known Americans to the slim 
young painter, and a studio was fitted 
out for him, finally, on the roof of the 
capitol, at W ashington, that he m ight 
have the greatest of the nation sit for 
him. 
H e has painted presidents, jud 
ges, soldiers and sailors, diplomats and 
private citizens, in the course of the 
many years between then and now. 
“ Grant sat to him first—of the presi 
dents 
and he painted the soldicr-exec 
utive twice. 
One portrait is in W ash­ 
ington and the other owned by some 
member of the 
Grant family» 
The 
first portrait of Grant w as started in 
the roof studio and completed in the 
W hite House, where the president had 
an apartm ent set apart for the artist. 
While in the house he painted the por­ 
trait of Fred Grant’s lovely bride, a 
Honoré, sister of Mrs. Potter 
1 aimer, 
Jam es A. Garfield, then congressm an, 
sat to him and this portrait is in the 
nation’s capitol. 
Garfield’s place in the senate was 
taken by John Sherman, in whose cam­ 
paign, the artist played a leading part. 
President Garfield told Representative 
McKinley that he would appoint Free­ 
man Thorpe to the consulate at Rome, 
that the latter m ight be able to pur­ 
sue his art studies—but the hand of 
the assassin intervened, and the artist 
w ent back tc his American 
studio. 
The state library at Columbus has the 
Thorpe portrait of Garfield. 
President 
McKinley sat to the painter at W ash­ 
ington and Grov.er Cleveland was limned 
in his home at Princeton, 
N. J. 
The 
Cleveland portrait, Col. Thorpe always 
considered one of his strongest can­ 
vasses. 
It w as some tim e after the 
war, when Col. 
Thorpe looked up his 
boyhood sketch, to air his dextrous 
hands, his heart and memory in giving 
the face of 
Lincoln to portraiture. 
But his picture of the first martyr, 
hangs in W ashington. 
Col. 
Thorpe 
painted all three of those presidents 
who fell victim s to assassins. 
His failing health sent the artist to 
shores of a Minnesota lake at Hubert, 
13 miles north of Brainerd, 
where ma­ 
laria left him and a great admiration 
for the state was breathed in with 
piney odors and health. 
He spends a 
certain part of every summer here. 
Col. Thorpe is tall and soldierly and 
looks, in all but age, the veteran of a 
hundred battles—although he talks of 
none of them.

Col. Thorpe Has Painted Lincoln, 
Grant, Garfield, McKinley 
and Cleveland 


The old saying that a prophet is not 
without honor save in his own country 
is doubtless true, at least in a measure 


o f C o l. Freeman Thorpe, Crow Wirg 
county’s most widly known citizer. 
The Sunday News Tribune contains the J 
following tribute to him and his genius: 
One of the most interesting personal­ 
ities in the art world is in Duluth just 
now—Colonel Freeman Thorpe, artist, 
patriot and politician. 
Col Thorpe painted the portrait cf 
Judge Morris, which was placed en 
private view in the Engle’s art store 
on Thursday, and is now engaged on a 
portrait of Judge Ensign. The Morris 
portrait is a notable canvas, and be­ 
sides being an 
accurate 
likeness, 
breathes the personality and spirit of 
the well known Duluth jurist. 
Col. 
Thorpe regards it as one of the best 
portrait achievements of a long life, 
the greater part of which has been de­ 
voted to painting likenesses of those 
Americans who sit in the seats of the 
mighty. 
On a day during Freeman Thorpe’s 
fifteenth year. Mr. Lincoln journeyed 
through his native city. Geneva, Ohio, 
and was saluted by the local artillery 
company. 
He who afterwards became the na 
tion’s idol, the great emancipator, re 
mem bering, stopped at Geneva as he 
journeyed from Springfield to Wash- 
. ington, to his inauguration as president 
of the United States. 
He addressed 
the citizens briefly, and a boy, with a 
pad and pencil, was among those who 
shook hands with him. Then the boy 
retired and made a hurried sketch of 
the most memorable face he ever saw. 
The sketch he put away among his 
treasures—the memory he carried al­ 
ways with him. This boy was Freeman 
Thorpe. 
At 16, the ardent young painter laid 
aside his brush and palette and enlist­ 
ed, the first year of the war, to be 
mustered out at its close, honorably 
discharged after active 
service 
on 
many a historical field. He fell to the 
painting of portraits again, and, be­ 
cause of a picture sent abroad, was 
elected an honorary member of the 
Berlin Art society, then one of the 
most exclusive organizations of its 
kind in Europe. American press com­ 
ments on this attracted the attention 
of well known Americans to the slim 
young painter, and a studio was fitted 
out for him, finally, on the roof of the 
capitol, at Washington, that he might 
have the greatest of the nation sit for 
him. 
He has painted presidents, jud­ 
ges, soldiers and sailors, diplomats and 
private citizens, in the course of the 
many years between then and now. 
£ Grant sat to him first—of the presi- 
(jgntg—and he painted the soldier-exec­ 
utive twice. One portrait is in Wash­ 
ington and the other owned by some 
member of the Grant family. The 
first portrait of Grant was started in 
the roof studio and completed in the 
White House, where the president had 
an apartment set apart for the artist. 
While in the house he painted the por­ 
trait of Fred Grant’s lovely bride, a 
Honore, sister of Mrs. Potter Palmer. 
James A. Garfield, then congressman, 
sat to him and this portrait is in the 
nation’s capitol. 
Garfield’s place in the senate was 
taken by John Sherman, in whose cam­ 
paign, the artist played a leading part. 
President Garfield told Representative 
McKinley that he would appoint Free­ 
man Thorpe to the consulate at Rome, 
that the latter might be able to pur­ 
sue his art studies—but the hand of 
the assassin intervened, and the artist 
went back to his American studio. 
The state library at Columbus has the 
Thorpe portrait of Garfield. President 
McKinley sat to the painter at Wash­ 
ington and Grover Cleveland was limned 
in his home at Princeton, N. J. The 
Cleveland portrait, Col. Thorpe always 
considered one of his strongest can­ 
vasses. It was some time after the 
war, when Col. Thorpe looked up his 
boyhood sketch, to air his dextrous 
hands, his heart and memory in giving 
the face of 
Lincoln to portraiture. 
But his picture of the first martyr, 
hangs in Washington. 
Col. Thorpe 
painted all three of those presidents 
who fell victims to assassins. 
His failing health sent the artist to 
shores of a Minnesota lake at Hubert, 
13 miles north of Brainerd, where ma­ 
laria left him and a great admiration 
for the state was breathed in with 
piney odors and health. He spends a 
detain part of every summer here. 
Col. Thorpe is tall and soldierly and 
leoks, in all but age, the veteran of a 
hundred battles—although he talks of 
none of them. He wears a gray cam­ 
paigner’s hat and talks with the low-

An amendment was adopted which 
will have the effect, if it is accept* ti 
by the house, of restoring the marine 
corps on board all battleship 
armored cruisers in accordance 
the practice of the navy prior to th 
president’s order removing them from 
the ships.

Ile took the ground that the work 
could be more economically done in a 
smaller number of places. 
After being in session for five hours 
the 
se n a te took a recess until 8 
o’clock at night, when the considera­ 
tion of the naval bill was resumed. 
At the night session the bill was 
further considered in committee of 
the whole. 
An amendment was adopt 
od directing fhat^n the discretion of 
the president half of the entire nava’ 
fleet should be kept on the Pacific 
coast. 
The hill was reported to tho senate. 
Mr. Lodge reserving for further con­ 
sideration amendments relating to the 
marine corps being kept on board 
naval vessels, and providing for a re 
duction to 21,000 tons In the size of 
each of the two battleships authorized 
by the act. 
Senator La Follette of­ 
fered an amendment for the appoint­ 
ment of a commission to consider 
what navyyards and naval stations 
should be retained as naval bases and 
which should be dispensed with. 
On a point of order by Mr Clay the 
amendment providing for a commis­ 
sion to examine into the business 
methods of the navy department was 
stricken out.
